As it how ste noe. ‘Newark’ plays 24 games; Baltimore 22: 
Homestead Grays 21; Phila. 20; Cubans 18 and Yanks 15. 


= _ To get a good balance, I suggest that ‘Newark, . Baltimore, 
Homestead and PRLL a» play each other 5 games and ey the Cubans an 
Yanks 4 games, making a total of 23 games for each of these teams. 
The Yanks and Gubans, unable to play many home games, will play 
every other team 4 games, giving them a total of 20. 


This is the best possible schedule we can arrange, and 
will really be fair to everyone, as it will have some semblance of 
being equal. 


If you agree with the above, then I suggest the following 
corrections, which you can deal with individually or thru me, advising 
as soon as possible what can be Gone. 


Newark will drop 3 Baltimore games, 2 Yank games and 1 
with the Grays, and add 3 with Phila. and 2 with the Cubans. 


Homestead Grays will drop 3 with Baltimore and 1 with 
Newark, and add 2 with Phila. and 4 with Yanks. 


‘Baltimore will drop 3 with Newark and 2 with the Grays 
and add 3 with Phila. and 3 with the Cubans. 


i “Phila. will drop 2 with the Yanks and 3 with the Cubane 
and add 3 with Newark, 5 with Baltimore and 2 with the Grays. 


i ' Cubans will drop 3 with Phila. and add 4 with the Yanks, 
2 with Newark and. L with Baltimore. we 


Yanks will’ ee 2 with Phila. and 1 with Newark and add 
4 with the Cubans and 4 with the Grays. 


‘These games Gan be arranged. either hom or away, and T 
suggest that all changes be made on week-days and Satur day's, as any 
attempt to change Sumay dates. would result in great confusion.
